PRINCIPAL  GOAL 

The  goal  of  the  Addictive  Diseases  Unit  is  to  provide 
the  leadership  and  coordination,  drawing  together  under 
the  direction  of  the  Governor  all  the  diverse  statewide 
drug  abuse  activities  into  a  well  structured,  concerted 
effort  that  achieves  the  State's  objectives  in  such  a  way 
that  a  long  term,  stable  and  thoroughly  professional 
program  is  assured.

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS  and  PERFORMANCE  ANALYSIS 
The  program  goal  of  the  Addictive  Diseases  Program  is  to 

lower  the  incidence  of  drug  abuse  in  Montana  and  reduce  societal 

costs  to  its  lowest  obtainable  level. 

The  program  objectives  for  the  unit  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  increase  the  school  age  understanding  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  drug  abuse  problem  by  two  points 
on  a  relative  scale  of  one  to  ten  in  three  years. 

2.  To  decrease  the  abuser/apprehansion  ratio  by 
ten  percent  (10%)  within  a  three  year  period. 

3.  Perform  an  in-depth   analysis  of  all  existing 
statewide  mental  health  capabilities  within  one  year. 

4.  To  develop  an  ongoing  comprehensive  statewide 
planning  system  for  prevention,  intervention  and  treat- 
ment of  drug  abuse. 

During  the  past  year,  the  achievements  of  the  Addictive 
Diseases  Unit  included: 

1.  Implemented  and  staffed  operational  office. 

2.  Initiated  a  Comprehensive  statewide  Drug 
Abuse  Prevention  Plan.
